Fairchild Tropical Garden 

* * * 

The Fairchild Tropical Garden, located 
in southeastern Florida, the only area of 
the United States mainland where the co¬ 
conut palm flourishes and where truly trop¬ 
ical trees, vines and palms can with safety 
be grown out of doors, is not just another 
botanical garden. Here Florida shows to 
everyone the glorious vegetation of the 
forests and palm-covered plains of the 
tropics of the world. 

The Garden occupies 83 acres of Dade 
County, south of Miami, adjoining Math- 
eson Hammock Park. It includes high pine- 
land and coastal prairie reaching to Bis¬ 
cay ne Bay. Since the date of dedication, 
March 23, 1938, enough has been accom¬ 
plished to prove its great future impor¬ 
tance. The work of planting has gone 
steadily on, notably of nearly 300 different 
species of palms, as far as possible in their 
natural groupings, and an already distin¬ 
guished collection of vines. 

The Fairchild Garden Expedition to the 
Dutch East Indies was made in search of 


seeds adapted to planting here. Several 
hundreds of species entirely new to Amer¬ 
ica were brought back. The Garden has 
begun the distribution to its members of 
plants so introduced from the treasure 
house of the tropics. 

It has on its Board of Directors some of 
the outstanding botanists and horticulturists 
of America and it is in close touch with 
noted tropical botanical gardens of both 
hemispheres. 

For the benefit of the public, plant labels 
that will give information of wide popular 
interest, such as details of native habitats 
and uses and stories of discovery, as aid 
in memorizing names and building up inter¬ 
est in plants, are being installed. Some of 
these names are completely unknown to 
northern plant lovers and are not included 
even in standard encyclopedias of horti¬ 
culture, so unique and so rare is this col¬ 
lection. 

The Garden will provide a laboratory 
for the use of students of tropic beauty. 
The resources of the fine new Montgomery 
Library and Palm Products Museum are 
available to all members and, under cer¬ 
tain restrictions, to the public. Lectures of 


wide interest by distinguished horticul¬ 
turists and scientists, are given from time to 
time in the Library building. 

Inquiries from all sorts of individuals and 
organizations, Garden Clubs, city park ad¬ 
ministrators, city planning groups, land¬ 
scape gardeners, foresters, plant breeders

and nurserymen are pouring into the Gar¬ 
den office. The stimulation of such interest 
and co-operation with all similar activities 
is an important part of the service which 
the Garden hopes to render to the entire 
country. The Garden works in close co-op¬ 
eration with the Dade County Park system. 

In 1940 the Garden received the award 
of the Founders Fund of the Garden Club 
of America, a signal honor and much 
sought for recognition. The new amphi¬ 
theatre surrounded by lakes, fittingly bears 
the name "Garden Club of America Am¬ 
phitheatre." 









The Fairchild Tropical Garden is, how¬ 
ever, still at the beginning of its develop¬ 
ment. New members and contributors may 
yet take part and thus be associated with 
its formative period. It is hoped that large 
gifts of money will be offered by persons 
appreciating the value of the Garden to 
the entire area. 

By publication of its "Occasional Papers" 
in which will be found accounts of plants 
new to the horticulture of America and of 
explorations after other tropical species, 
the Garden has increased its service to 
tropic botany. The ninth of these papers 
gave a brief account of a selected number 
of new introductions brought in by the 
Fairchild Garden Expedition.

DEPARTURE REQUIREMENTS FOR 
UNITED STATES CITIZENS 

L Passports: A passport, validated by the De¬ 
partment of State for travel to the countries 
to which the bearer is proceeding, is required 
of all United States citizens with the few ex¬ 
ceptions provided for by Department of State 
Order 1003 (Consult any Pan American Air¬ 
ways System office or agency). 

2. Vafldify of Passports: All United States 
Passports when issued are valid for depar¬ 
ture within 30 days. If the 30-day period ex¬ 
pires before departure date, an additional 
validation for 30 days must be procured. 


v 
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I* Passport Signature: United States Passports 
must be signed on Page 3, and the permanent 
home address filled in on inside cover page. 

4. Visas: See whether required under Section 
“ENTRY REQUIREMENTS.” 

5. Selective Service Permit, Form 351: Male 
U. S. Citizens between the ages of 18 and 45 
are required to notify their Draft Boards of 
their intended departure from the United 
States and must secure Selective Service 
Permit (Form 351) for presentation at point 
of departure and when applying for a pass¬ 
port, regardless of whether or not a passport 
is required for the travel intended. 

DEPARTURE REQUIREMENTS FOR ALIENS 

f. Passports: Every alien must have in his or 
her possession: 

A. Valid Passport of country of which pas¬ 
senger is a citizen. 

B. United States Immigration Stamp in pass¬ 
port indicating date and place of arrival 
in the United States. 

2. Visas: See whether required under Section 
“ENTRY REQUIREMENTS.” 

3. United States Departure Formalities: One 

or more of the following documents are re¬ 
quired by aliens as indicated: 

A. Treasury Sailing Permit—Form 1040-D. 

must be obtained from Collector of Inter¬ 
nal Revenue in district where the alien 
resides. Required by all aliens regardless 
of their domicile except certain members 
of the diplomatic corps, embassies and 
legations in Washington, D. C. These ex¬ 
ceptions must have in their possession a 
card verifying that they are tax exempt. 
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DEPARTURE REQUIREMENTS FOR ALIENS (Continued) 

B. Exit Permit: To be applied for, at least 
30 days prior to departure, at Visa Divi¬ 
sion, State Department, Washington, D. C. 

Required by: 

a. All aliens traveling to a country outside 
the Western Hemisphere. 

b. All aliens traveling to a country within 
the Western Hemisphere except; 

(1) Native-born citizens of countries 
within the Western Hemisphere. 

(2) British or Netherlands subjects 
domiciled in Western Hemisphere. 

Not required by: 

a. Diplomatic, consular and/or other offi¬ 
cers of foreign governments. 

b. Resident aliens holding Re-entry Per¬ 
mits or aliens holding Transit Certifi¬ 
cates provided they have not exceeded 
the time stipulated in the Certificate. 

C. Exit Visa: Must be stamped in passport 
by Visa Division, State Department, 
Washington, D. C. Required by all aliens 
recognized as diplomatic, consular and/or 
other officers of foreign governments ac¬ 
corded recognition by the United States. 

D. Re-entry Permit: Must be applied for by 
all legal resident aliens of the United 
States intending to return to the United 
States, at least 30 days prior to departure, 
from an office of Immigration and Na¬ 
turalization Service in district where alien 
resides, or to Immigration and Naturali¬ 
zation Service, Philadelphia, Pa. 
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DEPARTURE REQUIREMENTS FOR ALIENS (Concluded) 

E» Alien's Certificate of Non-Residence, 
Form 303: Must be obtained from the 
Local Selective Service Board. Required 
by all male aliens between 18 and 45 who 
have entered the United States for a tem¬ 
porary period only and who remain for 
more than 90 days. 

F. Selective Service Permit, Form 351: 

Male aliens between the ages of 18 and 
45, who have declared their intention to 
become United States citizens or are legal 
residents of the United States by posses¬ 
sion of a quota or nonquota immigration 
visa, are required to notify their Draft 
Boards of their intended departure from 
the United States and must secure Selec¬ 
tive Service Permit (Form 351) for pres¬ 
entation at point of departure. Male aliens 
who are not legal residents and who have 
remained in the United States longer than 
90 days must surrender “Aliens’ Certifi¬ 
cate of Nonresidence’' (Form 303) at 
point of departure. 


BAGGAGE AND PERSONAL ARTICLES 


I. Travel on Pan American Civil Aircraft: 

A. The Free Baggage allowance is 25 kilos 
(55 lbs.). Excess charges will be assessed 
on additional weight, if accepted. 

B. Priority for Excess Baggage: Passengers 
desiring to carry excess baggage should 
obtain a priority therefor if it is desired 
that baggage accompany them. Military

personnel, traveling to the Caribbean 
area, Central and South America, Africa, 
the Middle and Far East will be granted 
priority for excess baggage of 22 lbs. if 
their military travel orders authorize the 
excess weight. Permission to carry addi¬ 
tional baggage must be obtained from the 
military authority granting priority for 
the travel. 

C. Articles included in Personal Weight: 

One coat, one book and/or two or three 
magazines, one umbrella or cane, and one 
pocket camera per passenger will not be 
counted as baggage weight, but will be 
considered as a part of the passenger’s 
personal weight. Note: Books, magazines, 
etc. are subject to censorship and confis¬ 
cation. 

D. Articles Accepted and Weighed as Bag¬ 
gage: Only personal effects are accepted 
as baggage, including samples and per¬ 
sonal trade tools not for sale. Radios and 
typewriters other than portable type, ex¬ 
cessive jewelry, valuable documents, com¬ 
mercial articles for sale, household effects 
must be shipped as Express, subject to 
Export Licenses and other requirements. 
Hand trunks, suitcases, briefcases, 
women’s large travel purses or any other 
container holding personal effects, per¬ 
sonal military equipment such as side- 
arms, helmets, gasmasks, musette bags, 
and parachutes will be weighed as bag¬ 
gage.

f. Overnight Requirements: In order to fa¬ 
cilitate handling of baggage and expedite 
local customs inspections, toilet articles 
and night apparel should be placed in a 
separate small “overnight bag,” not more 
than 20 x 20 x 6 inches, or should be easily 
accessible in baggage so they may be 
transferred to a suitable small overnight 
bag furnished to passengers by Pan Amer¬ 
ican Airways on overnight flights. 

“Overnight bags ” only will be accessible 
to passengers aboard the Clippers and 
at intermediate stops other than over¬ 
night. 

For scheduled overnight stops, other bag¬ 
gage will be available, if absolutely nec¬ 
essary, but it is recommended that 
articles and clothes required for such 
scheduled overnight stops be confined 
to the small “overnight bag.” 

F . Cameras, Binoculars, and Sidearms. 

These articles will be placed in custody of 
the Captain throughout the flight. Side- 
arms permitted only for government per¬ 
sonnel authorized to carry them. Firearms 
in possession of others not acceptable ex¬ 
cept for sport purposes and subject to 
entry permits. Neither cameras nor bi¬ 
noculars may be taken to Lisbon, Portu¬ 
gal, as baggage, but must be shipped and 
manifested as Air Express. 

G. Film. Film, plates, etc. of all kinds are 
subject to U. S. Customs inspection and 
confiscation unless license to carry film 
has been secured from the Office of Cen-

sorship and the necessary Customs Decla¬ 
ration executed. Exposed but undeveloped 
color film must be forwarded to the East¬ 
man Kodak Company, at Rochester, New 
York, for development before censorship. 

H. InBamma Mes. Lighter and other inflamma- 
ble or corrosive fluids may not be carried 
in passenger’s baggage or on his person. 
Matches may not be carried in passen¬ 
ger’s baggage, but will be permitted on his 
person. Lighters are confiscated in Lisbon. 

2. Travel ait Government Aircraft 0perated 
by Pan American: 

4 , Baggage Allowance: Passengers travel¬ 
ing on Government aircraft must have a 
priority which includes 25 kilos (55 lbs.) 
of baggage except that military personnel 
traveling to the Caribbean area, Central 
and South America, Africa, the Middle 
and Far East will be granted priority for 
35 kilos (77 lbs.) total allowance if their 
military orders authorize the excess 
weight. Permission to carry additional 
baggage must be obtained from the mili¬ 
tary authority granting priority for the 
travel. 

B . Articles Included in Personal Weight: 

A military or civilian passenger may 
carry the following personal articles: 
sidearms, gasmasks, helmets, overcoats, 
trenchcoats, musette bags and parachutes 
and such articles will be counted as part 
of the passenger’s personal weight and, 
therefore, the above allowances for bag¬ 
gage are in addition to these articles. 


BAGGAGE AND PERSONAL ARTICLES (Concluded) 

C. The subjects covered in Paragraph 1 
above, namely, Overnight Requirements, 
Cameras, Binoculars, Sidearms, Film and 
Inflammables apply in the same manner 
to travel on Government aircraft. 

3. Baggage Inspection —— Travelers Holding 
Diplomatic Passports: In order to safeguard 
passengers and aircraft under wartime cir¬ 
cumstances, passengers traveling under dip¬ 
lomatic passports, to whom special courtesies 
are normally granted by Customs and Immi¬ 
gration authorities according to international 
law, will necessarily be requested to inspect 
their own baggage, in the presence of Pan 
American representatives, before boarding 
aircraft. Pan American will not be responsible 
for unchecked articles. 



CURRENCY AND TRAVEL FUNDS 

Because of International Currency Regula¬ 
tions it is recommended that you carry no 
United States or other currency whatsoever. 
All travel funds should be carried in the form 
of Travelers Cheques, Money Orders, Letters 
of Credit, Bank Drafts, or Personal Checks. 
A small amount of coin for change is per¬ 
missible.

I. Appearance in Person: The following are the 
offices at the various Pan American Airways 
embarkation points in the United States at 
which all international passengers should call 
in person immediately upon arrival in the 
city concerned for checking of passports, 
tickets, and other documentation. Informa¬ 
tion will be given as to any necessary cus¬ 
toms, censorship or other departure formali¬ 
ties which must be complied with locally. 
Any passengers who are carrying an appre¬ 
ciable amount of written or printed matter or 
other censorable material which cannot be in¬ 
spected by the censors in a short time must 
arrive at departure points from 12 to 24 hours 
in advance if they wish this material to ac¬ 
company them on the same plane.

You will be advised, when you check-in, of 
limousine departures from NEW YORK for 
the Marine Terminal at La Guardia Air¬ 
port, from NEW ORLEANS or from LOS 
ANGELES, or of Aerocar departures to the 
Pan American Airport or the Dinner Key 
Seaplane Base at MIAMI. Suggested time 
of departure will be given for transfer by 
local taxicab service to the Municipal Airport 
at BROWNSVILLE, and the C.M.A. Airport 
at NUEVO LAREDO.

of the country concerned. 

Departure requirements of the various countries 
are not shown in the chart and, with the excep¬ 
tion of the departure regulations of the United 
States contained on Pages 2 to 5, are not shown 
elsewhere in this publication. Information, there¬ 
fore, should be obtained from a consul of or 
immediately upon arrival in the country, colony, 
etc. concerned. 

Particular attention is called to the fact that cer¬ 
tain countries, including Great Britain and the 
United States, require passports and either a visa 
or consular endorsement of returning citizens or 
subjects. The entry requirement chart should, 
therefore, be consulted in the case of all travelers 
including those entering the countries, colonies, 
etc. of which they are citizens or subjects. 
Documents required: The certificates required 
to obtain Visas in addition to your Passport are 
described below. 

LETTERS OF RECOMMENDATION 

Letters of Recommendation should in all cases 
be addressed to the consul concerned. Such let¬ 
ters should be from a government branch or 
department, a bank, a commercial or industrial 
firm, a trade association or chamber of com¬ 
merce, a public official, or a prominent and well- 
known individual. They should state the trav¬ 
eler’s occupation or business including his title 
or business connection, if any; the purpose of his 
journey; that he is a person of good standing and 
is financially responsible.

HEALTH. VACCINATION. POLICE AND 
INOCULATION CERTIFICATES 



1. Health and Smallpox Vaccination Certifi¬ 
cates? Where both are required, the general 
health and smallpox vaccination certificates 
can ordinarily be combined in one document. 
In practically all cases, when health and 
smallpox vaccination certificates are required, 
it is specified that in order to be valid for 
entry general health certificates must be 
dated not more than six months prior to the 
date of entry into the country, colony, etc., 
concernedand that the smallpox vaccination 
must have been performed not more than 
three years prior to the date of such entry. 
In certain instances, however, other limits are 
prescribed and since it is important that both 
certificates comply with any such require¬ 
ments as to date, a Consul of the- country, 
colony, etc., concerned or a Pan American 
Airways System office or agency should be 
consulted concerning same . 

2. Yellow Fever and Cholera Inoculations for 
Africa and the Middle East: Military per¬ 
sonnel should obtain all their inoculations 
and vaccinations from the Medical Depart¬ 
ment of the branch of the service concerned, 
and in each case should obtain a certificate 
to be carried showing date of inoculation. 
Persons not connected with the armed forces

may secure yellow fever inoculations at the 
offices of the United States Public Health 
Service in New York, Washington, Miami, 
New Orleans, Brownsville, Baltimore, Chi¬ 
cago, or Los Angeles, and will be given a cer¬ 
tificate showing the date of inoculation; but 
should obtain cholera inoculations from a 
private physician.

The Entry Requirements Chart is divided verti¬ 
cally into three main columns, the center column 
containing the names of the countries, colonies, 
etc. and the two remaining main columns cover¬ 
ing the documents and other formalities required 
of Temporary Visitors and Transit Passengers 
entering the countries, colonies, etc. shown: 

Temporary Visitors. The requirements shown 
for Temporary Visitors are applicable to non- 
business and business travelers, and all other 
persons traveling to any country, colony, etc.

porary period. In certain instances these require¬ 
ments are also applicable to persons who may be 
required to stop over en route to a country 
beyond.

11. With the exception of those holding valid 
reentry permits (or border-crossing cards 
where such cards are valid for reentry), all 
persons other than United States citizens 
must be in possession of consular visas. All 
United States citizens must be in possession 
of a valid passport endorsed by a United 
States diplomatic or consular officer in the 
foreign country from which their journey to 
the United States started or in the foreign 
country in which the traveler was last present 
before entering the United States. For any 
exceptions consult the State Department or 
United States Diplomatic rep resentati ves 
abroad. (The term “United States” includes 
all territory subject to the jurisdiction of 
the United States.) 

13. All entry (and departure) requirements of 
the United States are applicable and the 
following additional requirements must be 
complied with in the case of entry into the 
United States territory shown below: 

The Canal Zone. Until further notice, all 
passengers destined to or in transit through 
the Canal Zone must also comply with the 
entry requirements of Panama. A Panaman¬ 
ian visa will exempt aliens from requirement

cial identity documents issued by the branch 
of the armed forces concerned and written 
orders from their superior officers indicating 
that they have authority to visit the country,

18. Both aliens, citizens, or subjects of the coun¬ 
try, colony, etc. shown in the extreme left- 
hand column require a visa or other passport 
endorsement issued by a consul of the coun¬ 
try concerned. 

19. Consuls must obtain authorizations from 
their governments before a visa can be issued 
to any person. All necessary cable or other 
communication charges must be paid by the 
applicant. 

20. Consuls must obtain authorizations from 
their governments before a visa can be issued 
to any person other than a citizen of one of 
the independent countries of North, South, 
and Central America and the West Indies. In 
certain instances this exemption is applicable 
only to native-born citizens of the foregoing 
countries. Any necessary cable or other com¬ 
munication charges must be paid by the ap¬ 
plicant. 

21. Travelers must be in possession of round-trip 
tickets or transportation to a country beyond 
to which they will be admitted.

Taber Leads Campaign 
To Trim Appropriations 

The Congressional Record of thej 
past' several days on House debates 
on the Treasury-Postoffice appro-i 
pi’iation bill is exciting and deadn 
serious reading] 
matter for all 
Federal officials 
and employes. 
As Federal agen¬ 
cies go, Treas¬ 
ury and Postof¬ 
fice are two of 
the best-oper¬ 
ated and non¬ 
political depart¬ 
ments in the 
business. The 
ablest career 
men in Govern¬ 
ment hold key jobs in both agencies 
and they are responsible for the 
day-to-day duties. In the years that 
I’ve been covering Government I’ve 
had the minimum of complaints 
from employes in these two depart¬ 
ments and almost none of them 
were about idleness of employes; 
waste, etc. 

But both departments, especially 
Treasury, caught hell in the House 
and several millions were cut from 
the budget estimates of each. In 
fact, Treasitry was given the rough¬ 
est treatment any old-line agency 
has received in years. Led by Rep¬ 
resentative Taber, New York Re¬ 
publican, the department was de¬ 
scribed as wasteful, inefficient, ex¬ 
travagant, and generally no good. 
He really threw the book at the 
department and he was backed up 
to a man by his GOF colleagues. 
The question, of course, is whether 
the Taber drive was inspired by 
politics or economy. The GOP’er 
says economy is his motive and he 
makes out a good case. But Demo¬ 
cratic leaders have a different view. 

Chairman Cannon of the House 
Appropriations Committee, says 
frankly that Taber’s tactics are dic¬ 
tated by politics—GOP politics. 
Moreover, he believes Republican 
members will resort to the same j 
“hack political” methods that high¬ 
lighted the debate on the Treasury 
bill on every other appropriation 
bill that’s brought before the House. 
Cannon has warned his Democratic 
colleagues to stick together and 
beat off the GOP attempts to ham¬ 
string agencies by cutting their 
funds. And to be successful the 
Democrats must stick together. 
Taber missed by only one vote on 
several occasions to force additional 
cuts on Treasury, and if Cannon 
proves to be correct in his predic¬ 
tion you can expect sizable budget 
slashes to be made in other agen¬ 
cies. 

The drive on Treasury started 
some months ago when the House 
ordered its new staff of investiga¬ 
tors, headed by Robert Laughlin of 
the FBI, to look into overstaffing 
and inefficiency in Treasury offices. 
From sketches of the Laughlin re¬ 
port that has been printed it ap¬ 
pears that the investigators dis¬ 
covered idleness only on the part 
of a staff of 27 messengers who 
serve the offices of the Secretary. 
The committee cut the number to 
18 and Taber put over another cut 
reducing the staff to 13. Taber was 
effectively answered by O’Neal of 
Kentucky, who pointed out that the 
House has a staff of messengers and 
they too, could be found sitting 
around in the back of the chamber. 
But the House voted with Taber. 

Taber pounded away on his 
charges of overstaffing and waste 
and O’Neal got up again to give this 
answer: “We have investigators in 
the Treasury and Postoffice De¬ 
partments, meii who have no inter¬ 
est except to get at the facts. I 
have looked through the reports 
and almost without exception they 
have stated that in their opinions 
there is not any overmanning so far 
as personnel is concerned; that 
they are doing a conscientious job; 
and that there is not, with one or 
two small exceptions, a statement 
made by any investigator indicat¬ 
ing this great waste of manpower 
in the bureaus which we hear so 
often on the floor.” O’Neal put into 
the record a statement to show that 
more than 40 of the* key Treasury 
officials had been in the Federal 
service from 18 to 41 years, and 
that the department was in safe, 
sound and conservative hands. 

Other Taber charges: that for¬ 
eign funds pays its economic 
analysts an average of $4788 which 
he believes is too much and that 
its 37 lawyers are too many; that 
the Bureau of Accounts duplicates 
some of General Accounting Office's 
work and that is has two personnel 
offices, its own and one in the 
Division of Disbursements; that the 
Division of Research and Statistics 
is “headed by Doc Haas. Doc js 
the great payroll expert of the 
Treasury and he is not the least bit 
particular what payroll his force is 
on, provided it is on a payroll;” that 
the Bureau of Public Debt was do¬ 
ing business in the same old- 
fashioned, obselete, and antiquated 
ways, and that it had failed to in¬ 
stall modern machines. He said 
that some pieces of paper were 
counted by hand as many as 5ft 
times in one form or another. 

Taber believes the bureau could 
save a million dollars a year by 
paying its file clerks on a piece¬ 
work basis. That’s what he said. 
In the Treasurer’s Office, he said, 
50 per ment of the currency de¬ 
stroyed is fit for reissue. “They 
destroy the money by burning and 
do not save the pulp,” Taber said, 
and that, he believes, “is gross 
waste.” The truth is that Taber 
had uncomplimentary remarks to 
make about most everyone in 
Treasury from the Secretary down. 
He demanded better management 
from Government agencies and 
better management is needed, we all 
admit, but whether Taber’s method 
is the most effective way of 
achieving that end is questionable

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SAILING III LAS PSHL&S ABGHIPELAGO 



Froia Xmer, 1886, pp, 13-14. 

P. 13 1,25 Prom Pedro Gonzales we sailed to Sail Jose, the out- 
laost and second largest of the Las Perlas islands. It is ouch more of 
a highland than any of the Islands which I had visited before and c ob — 

petes folly in height with El Key (San Miguel) which, however, it excels 
in the beauty of its scenery. 

Though the sun oroxled us and the wind dropped off so that we had 
to pull the oars we could not but be fascinated by the glorious panorama 

which lay spread before our eyes. 

The coast was composed of ssjestlo hills with rounded tops covered 
with a light green grove of young trees, and between the hills valleys 
displayed, the most luxurious vegetation in all the shades of green; mighty 
centuries old giants of trees — ''cexbor' 1 , "cedriaLor* and mahogany — towered 
with dome like crowns against the sky, rivaling with the mountains in 
height. In these valleys larger and smaller rivers shifted and turned, 
and are now .in the dry season separated from the ocean by large sand-spits. 
After many fruitless attempts to land we finally found a cove which could 
serve as habour and pitched camp on a nice level knoll at the bank of a 
wide but at present shallow river, shaded by gigantic mahoganies. The 
banks of the river displayed the greatest changes, now with suddenly rising 
sides clothed up to the top with broad—leaved cacti and small n tagg palmer” 
(probably fart-palms), now there was high forest, now the banks were low 



with gigantic trees which supported lianas of many different shapes, 
varying in thickness from that of ordinary cord to the heaviest cable* 
After having followed the river to its source I found myself on a far 
reaching table-land about 150 meters above sea level. At S.W. the 


land gradually fell until far away in the distance it met a high com¬ 
pact mountainous region which seems to occupy a great deal of the 
southern half of the island. At 8. and E. the land is surrounded by 
mighty hills covered by centuries old primeval forest. 

In the northern part of the cove which served us as harbour 


1 had detected the outlet of another, considerably larger river, and 


the following day was used to investigate it further. I took Jose 
with me who was the best of my Colombians. 


The exploration of this river was made difficult since near 


the outlet it flew# between two precipitous mountain sides and forms 
here a 15 - 20 meter high waterfall. When we came to the lower basin 
of the fall we decided to go round the waterfall on the southern side 
of the river. It turned out to be one of the most difficult and 


dangerous journey I have made. low crawling under thorny shrubbery on 
the top of the mountain, now using strong lianas as swings to cross the 
crevices of the mountain, now climbing out toward its precipitous sides 
on roots and branches of trees, we finally passed the waterfall, came 
down to the river again and continued with comparative ease our journey, 
wandering in the water or on the bank. Bore above the waterfall the river 
had a vidth of 20 - 25 m., and still 3 kilometers from the outlet the 
average width was 12 - 15 m.

Th« current was steady and slow, farth r back interrupted by 
& couple of minor cataracts* The frames wore glorious but their 
vegetation almost impenetrable. I followed the river 7 kilometers 
without finding the source. 

Stien we came back we found that tee high water had separated us 
fro® the river bed. There was nothing else to do than to try to reach 
it by swimming past the salient mountains. 


San Jose, at present completely uninhabited, could easily feed 


a population of 10,000 people and has all the potentialities for pro¬ 
viding on® of the most attractive living places one could find in the 
tropics. It certainly deserves the name M L& ~erla de Las Perlas". 

Its abundance of expensive sorts of wood as mahagony for 


instance, offers the settlers an opportunity for making a good income, 
and according to an old tradition from the Spanish period many of tee 
rivers carry gold. 
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1, The.JLoss of any restricted area pass vdll be promptly reported to the 
Frovost Marshal, or if lost within a restricted area, to the gate guard 
at that area who will immediately transmit such information to the Pro¬ 
vost Marshal.

4. Wilful misuse of passes issued by military or naval authorities subjects 
the offender to prosecution with a penalty of a niaximum fine- of $2,000 
or imprisonment for not more than five years, or both.
